OHIO FOOT BALL 


Columbus, October 11.— Ol io is 
the pivotal political state of the 
Union. 
This once was recognized g e n ­ 
erally, and of her position, resi­ 
dents were justly proud. 
In later 
years, 
however, 
Ohio 
has 
been 
more or less uncertain in regard 
to her adherence to definite parties 
and political standards, wavering 
to one side and then to another, re­ 
sulting frequently in the election 
of a g overnor of one party and the 
naming of a leg islature of the op­ 
posite political persuasion. 
In tlie last decade, lack of the old- 
time fire and enthusiasm in politi­ 
cal interest has been g rowing with 
each year. 
Through 
indifference 
by 
the 
electorate, party lines are bee re. 
ing erased. 
Home of the electors 
attribute their indifference to the 
fact that their parties are con­ 
trolled by cliques, blocs and fa c­ 
tions, and point with derision to 
the last 
Ohio 
leg islature, where 
such a situation existed. 
This g overnment is of, for and 
by the people, and it is in the lig ht 
of cross-fire of party conflict that 
the will of the people is disclosed. 
Parties are the necessary instru­ 
ments of g overnment in all repre­ 
sentative democracies, and the e x­ 
istence 
of 
two 
fairly 
balanced 
parties is recog nized as a g uar­ 
anty of honest and efficient g ov ­ 
ernment. 
Therefore, any force that under­ 
mines 
parties 
in 
representative 
g overnment 
tends 
to 
undermine 
g overnment itself. 
In this respect, g reat numbers 
of Ohioans, Democratic as well as 
Republican, who regard the pres­ 
ent situation as extrem ely serious, 
aver that the direct state-wide pri­ 
m ary, initiated in the state about 
14 years ago, is tending to disinte­ 
g rate and destroy the parties. 
Some "have advocated the aboli­ 
tion of the primary, but more deem 
that it is doubtful whether this 
would be a solution of the prob­ 
lem. 
They say that one cannot 
forg et the evils of the old tinm 
boss-controlled conventions, which 
lost the confidence of the electorate 
and eventually caused the a ¡option 
of the primary as it stands enacted. 
This primary law, as it stands, 
it is contended, has proved its un­ 
wholesom eness, as one views tt • 
indifference of Ohio voters.

time the constitutional amendment 
requiring state officers to be nom i­ 
nated by primary was adopted, it 
was thoug ht the law would prove 
a good law-. 
Now, thoug htful men and w o­ 
men are becoming convinced that 
it is time to “ re orm the vefor.

November election. 
The 
amendment 
proposes 
that 
the constitution be amended so as 
to permit the state leg islature to 
pass laws providing for nom ina­ 
tion of candidates, hut requiring 
that for any convention, the dele­ 
g ates to it m ust be elected by the 
people. 
The 
task 
of 
presenting 
the 
amendment to the electorate at the 
coming election has not been an 
easy 
one. 
However, 
under 
the 
g uidance of a number of capable, 
reputable men, the primary modi­ 
fication 
committee 
was 
formed, 
and over numerous obstacles it be­ 
came possible to have the proposed 
measure placed on the ballot.
